reparation in ordinary courſe of Iuſtice,but for preventing all occaſions of the like for the future; and to 
the end when any other ſhall be hereafter Granted, care may be taken for the better regulation and go- 
verning of them , Doth by this His Proclamation (by the Adyiſe of His Privy Councel) Declare and 
Publiſh His Will and Pleaſure to be, That from and after the Fourteenth Day of February now next 
coming, All Private Commiſſions or Letters of Marque whatſoever, granted to any who have there- 
upon ſet forth any Ship or Veſſel out of the Realms of England or Ireland, ſhall ceaſe and deter- 
mine,and by that time be delivered up and yacated, and from thenceforth His Majeſty doth hereby recall 
and revoke,and declarethe ſame to be yoid and determined to all intents and purpoſes. And His Majeſty 
doth ſtraightly Charge and Command, That the ſaid Commiſzions or Letters of Marque, be brought 
and delivered into the reſpeQive Courts of Admiralty, from whence the ſame iſſued, by the time afore- 
ſaid, there to be vacated. Hereby further Declaring and Publiſhing , That from and after the ſaid 
Fourtcenth day of Febryary, all Actings and Proceedings by pretext of the ſaid Commiſsions or Letters 
of Marque, ſhall be taken ro be as without any warrant or authority, andat the perils of the parties who 
ſhall a& by colour thereof , and as if no ſuch Commiſsions had been, Given at Our Court at Oxford 
the 5th Day of January , 1665. inthe Seventeenth Tear of Our Reign.
